DID NOT ATTEND STRICTLY TO 


THE SHOE BUSINESS. 


So the Police Set a Trap and Caught 


Him. 


A man named Kelley, claiming to be tbe 


flgent of a Lowell shoe firm la said to have 
created a big sensation In Somervllle on 
Wednesday. A married woman, a pair of 
new shoes, hugs, and kisses and several 
visits by tbe shoe dealer form the basis of a 
case which will come up for trial in that 
local police court Feb. 5. 


Mr. aud Mrs. A. A. Morrison are a re- 


spectable young couple living at 55 Pres- 
cott street and have been married a little 
over a year. They occupy half tbo house. 
Mr. Morrison is away at work every day. 


Mrs. Morrison is about 24 years old, of 


medium height and considered a very good 
looking woman. Her eyes are blue, her 
light hair danples about her forehead and 
the soft pink flush on her cheeks would 
make many a maiden envious, 


John B, Kelley ia the shoe agent from 


Lowell. He is about 45 years old with a 
scarcity of lialr and his optics strength- 
ened by a.-pair of glasses. 


He was arrested Wedneflday,oharged with 


assault and battery upon Mrs. Morrison In 
her borne. The assault and battery charge 
does not signify violence, but rather love- 
making. 


Mrs. Morrison told the following story 


of the affair to a reporter, and was backed 
up by her husband in some cases, though 
he, of course, could not verify the state- 
ments in full, by reasons of his absence 
from home when the aliened "assault" was 
committed. 


"This man," said Mrs. Morrison, "called 
; our house E. short time before Chrlst- 


mas nod wanted to Bell me a pair oE shoes. 
I did not care to buy at the time, but a few 
days after overheard him telling a neigh- 
bor that he had traveled around all day 
and had not succeeded In making many 
sales.

pair, but by no means what I wanted, be- 
cause they were too fine to wear in winter. 


''Then he wanted to make love to me 


and tried to kiss me. I ran from him and 
left the door open and he went out. I did 
not wish to tell my husband of it because I 
thought tbe man would desist. • • .. •.

suited me. He wished to try them ~ou and 
while doing so began to feel-of my ankle 
and tell me how pretty it was.

"He called again Jan..4' and got me In a

Then I told, my 
husband of the affair and we - decided to 
have him arrested. 


"Among other things be said .that be 


loved me, that 1 haunted him nights and 
that he could not sleep thinking of me.1' 


The case was reported to the police sta- 


tion, and Chief Parkhurst set a trap for 
Kelley. 


Kelley was to come Wedosday morning 


to see how the shoes fitted Mrs. Morrison, 
Patrolman Knlphts was assigned to watch 
for him aud endeavor to catch him In Lhe 
act of lovematinp. 


About 9.30 \YedDesday morning the 


officer concealed himself in the house, 
where he could see all that was gain? on 
in the sitting room, tbe scene of the drama. 


He had not long to wait, for Kelley was 


not tardy in his engagement. 
He came, 


Officer Knight saw and conquered. 
Just as Kelley was about to twine bis 


arm about the neck of Mrs. Morrison, pre- 
paratory to Imprinting a kjes upon her roay 
cheak, the hand of the law was npon him 
and he was taken to tbe police station a 
prisoner. He was soon bailed -out by a 
friend. 


Mrs. Morrison, in her story, said tbat 


these sboe salesmen were too forward, any- 
way. Once she was buying a pair of shoes 
on Court street, Boston, and she was com- 
pelled to order the clerk to let her foot 
alone and allow her to try the shoes OD her- 
self; "I don't like anybody meddling with 
my ankles," she remarked as she left the 
police elation accompanied by Mr. Morri- 
son. 


Mr. Kelley is HUle known about town. 


Those who have seen him about the hotel 
say he has always acted straightforwardly, 
aud does not appear to he a man on the 
lookout for the modern "Venus de Medici. 
He is nearly 50 years old, thick set, with a 
slippery scalp.

This, £ understand 
from the report he did not do, but stood 
over Mitchell like a hawk walling for his 
prey." 


"Second It was a breach of tho rules for 


his seconds to rush Into the ring and put 
Jjunds ou Corbett, To bo sure thin techni- 
cal foul was done to prevent Corbett com- 
mitting a greater foul, yet mark what was 
possible under a strict observance of the 
rules: had Corbett's seconds not restrained 
him from hitting Mitchell, Mitchell would 
have had every chance in tbe world of win- 
ning on a foul that could not have been

How to TFrlng Out Hot Wet Flannels. 
Put them inside a towel and hold the 


ends in the hand while wringing. -A 
square bag with-a stick run through 
each end and an opening in the middle 
of one side is better. Drop the dripping 
cloth into the bag, then use the stick to 
turn it by. 


How to Card For a Refrl2«rator. 


Place your refrigerator in a cool spot, 


bat one having light and air. Once a 
week remove everything from it, and 
take out all shelves or movable parts. 
Wash these well in hot soapsuds, rinse 
freely in boiling water. Put them in 
the sun or before tha range to dry. 
Wash in the same way the rack on which 
the ice sets, hut use greater care, as this 
is generally corrugated or grooved, and 
secretions of dirt maybe Overlooked. 
Wash the inside of the entire refrigera- 
tor with suds and boiling water, being 
careful to wipe -all perfectly dry. Use 
a flexible wire for running down the 
tnbe where the refuse waten runs off. 
Dissolve two tablespoonfuls of washing 
soda in a quart of boiling water on the 
stove. After it boils pour it into the 
ice compartment, follow it quickly with 
a kettle full ot boiling water and wipe 
dry. Leave the refrigerator open for 
an hour and then put back yoariceand 
food. The best day in the week for this 
work is when the iceman is expected. 
Attend to it immediately after breakfast. 
Never put warm food in a refrigerator, 
as it will absorb the flavors of other 
food, and also heat the refrigerator. 


Ho w to Make Pain t Shine •Without Tarnish. 


Paint mised with a liquid composed 


of one gallon of linseed oil, two ounces 
each of burnt umber and black lead, 
and a quarter of a pound of litharge, 
boiled together, will dry quickly, with 
a hard finish and a glosslike varnish.

When Not to Use Eggs—A Dainty Cloak- 


Points About Shoes—Recipes For the

housekeepers, this can only be done imper- 
fectly. There is the old rocking chair. Is 
there any greater boon to a tired mother 
than a big, old fashioned rocking chair? 
She has learned to love the very scratches 
on it. But somehow it seems to haunt her 
by reason of the fact that it doesn't look as 
nice as the new one down at the store. 
Mean while the old rockingchair remains as 
unattractive as ever. 


But the day comes when the idea begins 


to impress itself upon her that white en- 
amel paint and gilding and a gray green 
velveteen cushion will transform the chair 
into the quaintest, most charming one im- 
aginable, and the new gown is selected from

prominence. A second rule is that every 
article in the room should have an object 
other than utilitarian, if possible, for being 
there. 


When Not to Use Eggs. 


Not in rice pudding, which you do not 


want to have turned into a custard. The 
genuine rice pudding is made rich and 
creamy by constantly stirring into it the 
top skin of the milk as it forms'in the bak- 
ing pan as soon as it begins to turn yellow 
with the heat. Continue to stir in this top 
until the rice is well softened and the pud- 
ding nearly done. Then you may let the 
top brown, and you wil nave a perfect pud- 
ding when cold—as good as ice cream. It 
needs no flavoring except a little cinnamon, 
although some people like to grate lemon 
peel into it. Eggs are not needed either in 
i muffin. Good English muffins are made 
of bread dough softened to a batter with 
milk. One egg to a quart of milk, flour to 
make a batter and a spoonful of baking 
powder make perfect English muffins. 
Twoeggsspoil it andmakeit quite another 
article, says the Philadelphia Ledger. 


This Makes Even an Old Rooster Savory. 
Here is a notion which will render any 


kind of game, or even an old rooster, suc- 
culent and savory. Into about a quart of 
good stock, made preferably from poultry 
bones, put 2 carrots, a head of celery (cut 
very small), an onion, 8 large tomatoes and 
the necessary quantity of salt and pepper. 
Let this ~a.ll stew together for an hour. It 
must then be strained and the game cooked 
in half of. it after having been cat in 
joints. After an hour's gentle simmering 
add a dozen balls of beef forcemeat, a little 
lemon juice and a tumbler of wine, if this 
is numbered among your cooking materials. 
The birds may then stew again for half an 
hour, whenriey are ready to dish. Slightly 
thicken the gravy and serve with croutons. 


Bakine Powder Pastry. 


Bift half a teaspoonful of salt and 2 tea- 


spoonfuls of baking powder into a pint of 
flour, then cut in a quarter of a cup of butter, 
moisten -with milk or water to a dough 
just stiff enough to roll out about half an 
inch thick. Use it for the top crust for 
meat or deep fruit pies.

THE PROPER WAY TO SIT AT 


EASE. 


A Position That Secures Perfect Rest.—The 


Temperature In Baking—Etiquette at an 
Afternoon Tea. 
A proper pitting position requires that 


the spine shall be kept straight, and that 
the support needed for the upper part shall 
te felt in the right place. Therefore sit as 
far back as possible in the chair, so that 
the lower cad of the spine shall bo braced 
against the back of the seat. If this back 
is straight, the shoulders will also rest 
against it; if not, they will have no point of 
support, and it will be found that they do 
not need it. Tiiis position makes no strain 
upon the ligaments of the spine. It allows 
a proper -position of the shoilJers, conse- 
quently of the lungs.stomach and every oth- 
er organ of the body. Their wurk is carried 
on iiatuially and comfortably, as is also the 
circulation of the blood, which in a wrong 
position is seriously interfered with. 


With the feet resting squarely upon the 


floor, the hands resting easily upon the lap. 
perfect equilibrium, and consequently per- 
fect rest of the body, is secured. There is 
no strain upon any part of the body; no 
muscle or organ is required to do more 
than its own amount of work. The arms 
should never be folded, for that position 
not only causes a strain upon the spine end 
all the other evils already1 referred to, but, 
m addition, places the weight of the arms 
upon the stomach and diaphragm, thereby 
increasing the labor of digestion and respi- 
ration. 


Placing the hands behind the back, if 


possible, is a good attitude to take occa- 
sionally, giving, as it does, the fullest ex- 
pansion of the whole upper part of the 
body, according to Hall's "Journal of 
Health, the source of the ioiegoing advice.

A Curious Phenomenon. 


I was on the top of a small mounta-a in 


tho JDovref jeld, near Hierkin, in the hate 
afternoon of an August day, the sun being 
10-15 degrees above the horizon, when I saw 
a remarkable phenomenon.

Influenza or " Grip." 


Ill the first place, every part of,the house 


must be in perfect sanitary condition. Let 
every drain be thoroughly examined and 
inaugurate a frequent use of disinfectants. 
It is needless to say that the cleaner a 
house is kept and the freer from all accu- 
mulations of refuse of all kinds the better. 
If any member of the family is attacked by 
the grip, separate him. at once from the rest 
of the household and be careful that noth- 
ing that he uses or touches comes in contact 
with the others. 


Books and papers especially should not 


be used after a sojourn in the sickroom 
unless thoroughly disinfected. -4. little pre- 
caution in this way may entirely prevent 
the spread of the trouble. Uow that we 
recognize the terribly exhaustive nature of 
the disease, we are much better able than 
formerly to cope with the severe after ef- 
fects which have in so many cases proved 
far worse than the illness itself. One great 
great preventive of the after trouble is to 
take extra foodtetween regular meal times, 
a glass of warm milk, for example, or a 
fresh egg beaten up in a cup ol tea. It will 
be found that nourishing and simple rem- 
edies of this kind are far better than alco- 
holic stimulants. 


At bedtime, too, some strong hi oth should 


be taken, and it is a good plan to have a 
glass of port wine and a biscuit at hand if 
the patient should wake in the night. 


An exchange discourses as above on the 


mysterious and dreaded malady compre- 
hended under that simple name "grip" and 
adds a somewhat inconvenient recommen- 
dation—viz, that there should be, if pos- 
sible, for several weeks after an attack 
of the grip, complete rest of the mind and 
body.

In bathing temperature is of course a 


chief consideration. For the robust, cold 
immersion, followed by rapid friction, is a 
valuable tonic of nerve,- skin and heart 
function. For less vigbrous constitutions

addition of heat up to the temperate point 
is only judicious. With some persons a 
warm bath is a daily luxury •-'Xotwith- 
standing its efficacy as a means of cleanli- 
ness, however, this custom is or ought to 
be discredited by its inevitable action as a 
nervous depressant, which places it in an 
unfavorable position compared with the 
more braeing^ractice of cold effusion.

THE EMPEROR'S GRACIOUS ACT 


IS APPRECIATED. 


Good Peeling Keigns Once More in 


Berlin. 


BERUX, Jan. 27.—Yesterday was a great 


(lay for Emperor William, Bismarck and 
the fatherland. 


The German empire, through its length 


and breadth, has been filled with an en- 
thusiasm almost indescribable over the 
apparently complete reconciliation be- 
tween its two most illustrious sons. The 
capital has abandoned itself to a delirium 
of joy at the affecting sight of the high 
spirited young emperor and the grizzled 
patriot statesman clasping bands with 
the utmost cordiality of manner and em 
bracing each other with a heartiness and 
warmth whose sincerity it seemed im- 
possible to doubt. 


From Friederichsruhe to Berlin there 


was a series of ovations to Bismarck at 
every station passed with his train as it 
bove him to the city where the greatest 
triumphs of his great career had been 
achieved. 


Beginning with the episode of the pres- 


entation of flowers by the young women 
of the town where Bismarck resides, con- 
tinuing with the large and excitedly j 
cheering assemblages along the entire 
route to Berlin, and culminating in the 
grand reception by the immense multi- 
tude in the capital, the day was one 
that gratified the ex-chancellor to his 
he.irt's content, and fully convinced him 
of his unshaken hold upon the affections 
of his beloved countrymen. 


Kame and Fame Revered. 


It was a fitting climax in his declining 


days to the long number of wondcif ul 
popular demonstrations which liave been 
held during h's illustrious career in tos 
especial honor. In spite of all that lias 
been said and done •within tbe past few 
years, it showed the aged public servant 
that his name and fame -were dear to the 
hearts of his fellow-citizens, and that in 
Berlin, which owes so much of her great- 
ness to him, there was none who could 
out-rival him in the estimation of its in- 
habitants nor rob him of theirunbounded 
love. 


The emperor, by the graeionsiiess of his 


receptions 
to Bismarck, aroused un- 


bounded enthusiasm, and after their meet- 
ing everywhere William appeared the 
shouts of approval and goodwill were 
deafening. ' The widespread effect of the 
reconciliation cannot be doubted. 
Its 


full effect cannot at the present time be 
appreciated. It certainly has done a vast 
de.il toward the unity and strength of the 
empire. 


Bismarck's age precludes the likelihood 


of any further participation by him in 
German 
politics, 
and 
perhaps 
the 


most reasonable explanation that has 
yet been given 
for 
the 
emperor's 


initiative 
in restoring the friendliest 


relations between himself and the ex- 
chancellor 
is that 
Germany's 
ruler 


recognizes the fact that Bismarck's 
days are numbered, and he has canceled 
the past, -with all its bitter feeling, before 
it is too late. 


Those who have been most loudly clam- 


oring for his downfall are disconcerted, 
and what is left of the opposition to Cap- 
rivi seems so inconsiderable as hardly to 
merit serious consideiation. 


Everybody Was Happy. 


Prince Bismarck's arrival at the castle 


yesterday was followed by an enthusiastic 
succession of demonstrations upon the 
part of the people. Thousands upon 
thousands of people packed the square in 
front of the castle, singing the national 
anthem, "Wacht 
am 
Rhine," and 


"Deutsch Uenber Alies." The emperor 
and empress, the young princess and 
Prince Bismarck repeatedly appeared at a 
window, bowing. 
• While out riding, after leaving Prince 
Bismarck at the palace, Emperor William 
was wildly cheered by the throngs. On 
all sides were to be seen in the shop win- 
dows busts and photographs of Prince 
Bismarck, surrounded by palma. 


lien and women b.eld their children up 


in their arms to catch a glimpse of the 
iron chancellor, and had it not been for 
the lines of police and escort of cavalry 
there is no doubt the people would have 
taken the horses from the prince's carn- 
age and dragged him in triumph to the 
castle.

After luncheon the imperial princes vis- 


ited Prince Bismarck, and about i o'clock 
Prince Bismarck drove from the castle 
and visited the ex-empress of Germany. 


Later in the day Prince Bismarck gave 


a dinner, at which 10 distinguished guests, 
including the emperor, empress and King 
of Saxony, weie present. 


Back to His Castle. 


The train taking Prince Bismarck back 


to Friederichsruhe left this city shortly 
after 7:30 p. m. Emperor William ac- 
companied the ex-chancellor to the rail- 
road station, and they were escoited from 
the palace to the depot by a strong de- 
tachment of Cuirassiers, and by all the 
mem burs of the general staff, as well as 
by a number of generals. 


The same scenes of enthusiasm that oc- 


curred on the way to the palace were 
repeated during the passage back to tbe 
station. Upon parting with the prince, 
Emperor William repeatedly kissed the 
veteran upon both cheeks, and after the lat- 
ter had entered the railroad carriage, the 
emperor turned to Count Herbert von Bis- 
marck and addressed a few words to him, 
the first in a very long while. 


The emperor then resumed his conver- 


(ation with Prince Bismarck. The whole 
assemblage then 
joined 
in 
singinsr 


"Deutsch" Uenber Alles." 


There was a perfect storm of "Hochs," 


to which applause, when the train drew 
out o£ the 
station, 
Prince Bismarck 


smiled and bowed.' Count Herbert vou 
Bismarck and Count William von Bis- 
marck,, as well as Dr. Sch«eningen, ac- 
companied the prince back to Frieder- 
ichsruhe. A dozen of large bouquets of 
flowers wei'e placed in tbe prince's car- 
nage befors it drew ont of the depot 


At Ludwtjjlust there was an enthusiastic 


demonstration, and at Wittenberg there 
was another ovation. The express was 
rushed through the other stations, at each 
of which crowds of people assembled and 
cheered the ex-chancellor. 


Some surprise was expressed at the fact 


that Prince Bismarck consented to travel 
on Friday, as it is known that he is some- 
what superstitious.

The industrial gain is more definite 


than a week ago. Few establishments 
have stopped woj'k, while many have re- 
sumed or increased their production, and 
the aggiegate increase is considerable. 
Reductions in wages continue, and about 
a quarter of them are 20 per cent, the rest 
ranging from 7 to 17 per cent. 


In no direction are quotations of manu- 


factured products higher, but the general 
tone is somewhat sttonger. Thus distinct 
improvement is noticed for iron products 
at Philadelphia, though for some quota- 
tions have been reduced. The Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company has made con- 
tracts for ore, v.'hich reduced the cost of 
its iron 22 1-3 cents a ton.

BERLIK, Jan. 27.— Yesterday was a great

Atluutio Coast.

December nor'wester in the north Atlantic 
near our constl Hull and ringing become 
incased witty ice; the crew w ork with diffi- 
culty, 1m the prodigious seas comlnq on 
board fr<ezo where they strike, make decks 
and losing slippery and ftpexe hands, laces 
and feet. Woe to the ship that is wrecked 
on onr coast in snch terrible weather! 


There is one specially memorable wreck 


in which these horrors were awfully exem- 
plified. It happened to an American pri- 
vateer brig in the war of the Revolution. 
She sailed out from Plymouth with a ctew 
of 144 men, of whom many belongefl to that 
part of Massachusetts.

southwest, but when it got into the bay it 
veered to the northeast, blowing so hard 
B!IO could, nob carry euongh sail to keep oil 
»lee shore. They wore ship and tried to 
run back, but she struck on tho bar and 
could not be moved.

December 
and the vessel was loaded down with frozen 
spray. Then the wind shifted to northwest, 
aud what the northeaster began the north- 
wester completed 


After the wind weit down, the people of 


Plymouth went off to tho rescue. They 
climbed the slippery sides and stepped on 
the slippery deck and enteied the cabin and 
tho forecastle. There was not a man left 
alivo on board. All were dead. One hun- 
dred and forty-four corpses were tu-koa on 
shore and laid in the church. But when 
the minister arose to preach the funeral 
eeimon and saw that array o£ dead men be- 
fore him his voice failed him, and he fell 
back in the pulpit in n Jfit 


Similar was tho doom that befell tho 


noble ship Now Era in 1S5-1. Showasstruck 
by tho deadly northwester. Those weio 
the days when emigrants came to tho 
United States in sailing ships, aud the New 
Era had some GOO souls on board. It was 
the middle of December, 185-i. She wa 
nearing the Jersey shore—of all our coasts 
one of tho most dangerous—and \ct her 
captain, instead of exercising proper vigi- 
lance with such a precious freight in hin 
charge, was engaged in making love to ono 
of 1m passengers and dunking himself 
drank.

It has often been questioned whether in 


Buruiuh or Siam the white elephant is wor- 
shiped or not, but it has been concluded by 
1 lie most intelligent people of these coun- 
tries that it is considered hue us an adjunct 
to royalty, aud that ouly the lower classes 
worship it. 


The iiuiinal itself is associated with Bud- 


dha and undoubtedly was held in high ven- 
eration by devout Buddhists, and the Sia- 
mese, who are verv superstitious, consider 
that when a white elephant grunts it has a 
very important meaning. What this mean- 
ing is is not divulged.

quotes A'inceut, who, in his turn, says that 
the white elephant "is held to be sacred by 
all the Indo-Chinese nations except the 
Anamese.

;o bring good fortune in war. The more 
;hereare of them the more graud and pow- 
erful the state is suppnsed to be." 


In Hindoo mythology we find there taught 
hat rfight elephants support the earth, aud 
t was supposed in China that all elephants 
vorshiped the sun. 


'When we speak of white elephauts, WF 


must remember that a perfectly pure white 
elephant never really existed, or, at all 
events, wfts never caught. A white elephant 
3 not really white at all. but it is called so 
I it is at ull like an albino. A white ele- 
phant is one who really is an albino—that 
s, lacks coloring matter. A dark, mouse 
colored elephauc, rather lighter than ordi- 
uiry elephauts, with pinkish splashes about 
the head and body, is called a white ele- 
jliant. Sometimes their eyes are pink, and 
dtogether they have sufficient light color- 
ug to jcive them their distinguishing name, 
though their parents may have been black, 
he spots, etc., being in no way hereditary. 


Certainly the houor paid to white ele- 


phants is remarkable. The king of Cam- 
joclia, whose ancestors are said to have 
owned 70,000 elephauts, is called "the first 
cousin o£ the white elephant." The prime 
minister of Siam is honored by being called 
'the general of the elephants;" the foreign 
minister of Cochin China, "the mandarin 
of the elephants," .while the late king oi 
Siam was called "king o£ the celestial ele- 
phants" and "master of many white ele- 
ahauts."

The Hand of the Macliinbt. 


It has often been said in speaking of a 


man who is very precise and critical in his 
methods that he would split a hair. The 
difficulty o£ such any operation can be im- 
agined when we are told that an ordinary 
human hair is about ''two and a half thou- 
sandths of an inch in diameter. 


But an exchange tells us that the hand ol 


the machinist becomes by long training so 
delicately accurate in touch that things can 
be done by it which almost surpass the hail 
splitting operation. 
. 


There are machinists who, by the impres; 


sion carried throughia pair of calipers and 
the fingers' ends, can determine how much 
pressure must be exerted by a hydraulic 
[iress in order .to force on to its shaft a loco- 
motive driving wheel or an engine crank. 
In making such a calculation the thou- 
sandth part of an inch variation in diam- 
eter would cause much more variation in 
pressure than is permissible. 


Even smaller variations of size can be de- 


tected by the trained sense of touch, or, 
rather, by the variation in resistance of a 
pair o! calipers. The sensitiveness of the 
finger ends in relation to magnitude cau 
also be wonderfully developed.

Sap Circulation of rinnts. 


During the winter months there is an al- 


most entire suspension o£ 'the sap secreting 
power. In the spring, summer and au- 
tumn the sap which rises in the stems ol 
plants is of a watery nature, co-ataming the 
various inorganic matters absorbed by the 
roots; also some sugar, dextrine and othei 
organic substances. 
This undergoes con- 


siderable alteration during its passage to 
the leaves, but when it reaches them is stili 
unfitted for the requirements of the plant 
and hence is called "crude sap." This sar 
again undergoes important changes in the 
leaves through the^action of light and ail 
and becomes adapted for the nourishment 01 
the plant. It is then called "elaboratec 
sap." 


When Water Bolls. 


Water boils at different temperatures, ac- 


cording to the elevation above the sea lev- 
el. The following statements have been 
made on this point: In Baltimore water boils 
practically at 212 degrees F.; at, Munich, ai 
209J4 degrees; at the Ci ty of Mex ico, at !.'00 de- 
grees, and in the Himalayas, at an elevation 
of 18,000 feet above the level of the sea, at 
180 degrees. These differences are caused b 
the varying pressure of the atmosphere at 
these points. 
In Baltimore the whole 


weight of air is to be OTercome. In Mexico 
7,000 feet above the sea, there are 7,000 feet 
less of atmosphere to be resisted. Conse- 
quently less heat is required, and boiling 
takes place at a lower temperature.

The Franco-Prussian War. 


During the Franco-Prussian war of 1S70-1 


710,000 French and 1,003,000 Germans took 
the field. Of the former, 41,000 were killed 
in battle, 36,000 died at wounds, 45,000 died 
of sickness, 116,000 were in various ways 
disabled and 440,000 were taken prisoners. 
Of the Germans, 19,782 were killed in ac- 
tion, 10,710 died o£ their wounds, 14,269 of 
ekkness, 89,(SO were disables. The prison-, 
ers taken by the French were very few in 
number. In all, 684.000 French and 188,751 
Germans were killed or disabled, a loss to 
the world of S17-.751 men.-St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Sap CIrculutlou of Plant!. 


During the winter months there is an nl- 


most entire suspension of tho ynp secretlnH 
power. In the spring, Bummer and au- 
tumn the sup which rises in the stems ol 
plants is of n watery nature, containing the 
various inorganic matters absorbed by the 
roots; also some sugar, dextrine and othei 
orjmnic substances. This undergoes con- 
siderable alteration during iu passage ta 
the leaves, but whenTt reaches thorn is still 
unfitted for the requirements of. the plant 
nnd hence is culled "crude sap." This sap 
ngdin undergoes Important changes in the 
leaves through the action ot light and nil 
and becomes adapted for the nourishment ol 
the plant. Jt is then called "elaborated 
sup."

"Water bolls at different temperatures, ac- 


cording to the elevation above the sea lev- 
el. 
The followine statements have been 


made on this point: In Baltimore water boils 
practically at 812 degrees i1.; at Munich, at 
209>£ degrees; at the City of Meiico, at ^de- 
grees, and In the Himalayas, nt an elevation 
of 18,000 feet above the level ot tho sea, at 
ISOdegrces. These differences nrecaused by 
the varying pressure of the atmosphere nt 
these points. 
In Baltimore the whole 


weight of air is to ho oreicome. In Mexico, 
7.000 feet above the sea, there are 7,000 feet 
less of atmosphere to be resisted. Conse- 
quently less heat is required, aud boiling 
takes place at a lower temperature.

The Collection Hakes One of the Most In- 


teresting Exhibits Among TJnclo Sam's 
Many Treasures—All Our War Maps Are 
. Also Preserved There. 
One of the most interesting departments 


la'the'CTfasb.ingioa capitol is the newspaper 
file room. Tha habit o£ keeping files was 
contracted by the senate in its early days, 
•wljen journals first began to print reports 
j>S legislative proceedings. The government 
became a subscriber for The National In- 
telligencer, a daily paper printed in the city 
of Washington. This historic sheet was 
started in tfie year 1800 and continued for 
many jears to be the only paper m the coun- 
try that gave quidkreportsof congressional 
doinga, This was in the days before the 
telegraph, and the newspapers published 
away, from here were dependent for their 
legislative news upon this paper. In 1843 
TEb TTnloa was established and continued 
for41 years. 


Piles of these two old papers, with some 


others of the north andfiouth,were carefully 
kept; in the senate, and Were the source of 
constant information for both senators and 
representatives, who depended upon them 
in many cases far more confidently than 
upon The Globe. About eight years ago 
these files, which had been moved from 
place to place and were in danger of being 
destroyed, were transferred by resolution 
of congress to the care of the librarian of 
congress, who had them placed with the 
files that he had been keeping and stored 
away under the crypt. Over 1,100 volumes 
were transferred. 


Mr. Van Sfess, the guaMian, has a den

A great clothes- 
basket stands on top, filled to overflowing 
with the latest issues of the press. 


"That is my morning mail," remarks Mr.

A PARISIAN "POLICE TKlCK. 


How a Promtntnt Yicorntesfia Recovered a 


Package of Lore Letters. 


A well known Parisian lady of unexcep- 


tional social eminence was anxious to re- 
cover some letters from a popular clubman, 
whom she hod first loved and then hated. 
3ha addr^sed herself to the prefect of po- 
lice at Paris and induced that functionary 
to help her to recover the letters. 


There is in France a law, more honored 


in tho breach than its observance, which or- 
dains that no ono shall wear in his button- 
hole or lapel of his coat the rosette or rib- 
bon of any foreign order without previous- 
ly ha\ ing obtained permission o£ the grand 
chancelleriti of the Legion of Honor. No- 
body except members of the French diplo- 
matic corps and of the arm v and navy ever 
goes to the trouble of getting the permis- 
bion, and I ha^ e ne\er known anybody to 
he sentenced to imprisonment or even fined 
for the infractionof this statute, if statute 
it can be called. 


One afternoon the clubman in question 


was visiting the annual exhibition of pic- 
tures at the Cercle de 1'Union Artistique, 
when suddenly, while in the act of leaving 
the club, he was arrested by two policemen 
in civilian dress, hustled into a cab and 
driven off to the depot of the prefecture of 
police. 


There he was kept for Si hours in custody, 


and was only released late on the following 
day, with a'severe admonition on the part of 
one of the commissaries of police lor wearing 
in his buttonhole the light blue and white 
rosette of the order of Charles III of Spam 
•without having obtained the permission to 
do so from the chancellerie of the Legion ol 
Sonor. 
' Ou returning home he found that during 
his absence a commissary of pol'ce and sev- 
eral assistants had visited his apartments 
and carefully ransacked his papers—made 
a perquisition, as it is called in official 
phraseology—and had removed all the let- 
ters addressed to him by the vicomtesse iu 
question.

almost everywhere else on the continent

It 
showed the date of subscription and the 
date of sending the volumes to the binder, 
as well as that of its return. "The senate 
takes 31 papers now in addition to these. It 
keeps me pretty busy attending to them all. 
Let ui walk through the vaults, and you can 
see what a quantity of material we have 
here." 


The books were arranged in alphabetical 


order of states, beginning with the earliest 
newspapers of Alabama, published in 1819. 
A few steps took the two around in a cir- 
cle, which completed the list of states and 
brought forth ths names of the European 
capitals. 


'•For we have some very complete files of 


foreign papers," said the custodian. "We 
have the London Times from its beginning, 
iioni before it was The Times, in fact. 
Then here are files of the Manchester 
Guardian, and here is a set of Galignani's 
Messenger. We receive a great many files 
from the state department that furnish us 
with many valuable additions. Here is a 
complete file up to a short time ago of Le 
Constitutiofmel, a French paper. And 
aere are the magazines both of this country 
and Enrqpe. Here is about tha best col- 
lection of The Gentleman's Magazine in 
she country. 


"Now you have seen the files that are re- 


ferred to the most. Off down there," indi- 
cating the mysterious passage that led to 
the other side of the capitol, "are the old 
fellows that are in duplicate up stairs in 
the library. .Jghe Intelligencer is therein 
a special case. Here," showing the way 
into a perfectly dark vault about 4 feet 
wide and turning off to the left at the 
lower end, "are copies of every map that 
has ever been copyrighted in this country 
The gem of this collection is not very well 
known. It consists of all the maps that 
were used during the various wars in 
which this country has been engaged. The 
maps were issued by the war department 
and turned back after they Were needed rjo 
longer, and then turned over to us for 
preservation. There are some curious rel- 
ics down there," added the custodian tan- 
talizingly, as he turned back out of the 
dark. 


"You think you have seen all my books, 


but you have not. Come across tbe corri- 
dor and see our little annex," and the way 
was led to a little bit of a room that has 
been built among the pillars of the crypt, 
Where the papers of the new west are 
Itored.

The first and last Time That Congress 


Ever Grappled With 11 Humlle l"or the 
President's Xame—Collcco Honors That 
KnUIl«d Ridicule. 
Not long since a gentleman who meant to 


be polite, and who affects English spelling, 
addressed a letter to me as follows, "The 
Honourable George Ticknor Curtis, LL.D., 
etc., etc., etc." I never held any public 
office or position which, by a custom that 
would be more honored in the breach than 
the observance, is supposed to put the pre- 
fix o£ honorable to a man's name, nor did 
I ever receive from my own Harvard or any 
other institution of learning the degree of 
LL. D. or any other honorary degies. The 
fondness o£ our people for titles and the 
tcadiness with which they are bestowed are 
temarkable. 


When I was in college at Harvard, more 


than CO years ago, there dwelt nt Cain- 
bridgeport a Mr. Thomas Dowse, who car- 
ried on the respectable occupation of leather 
dresser. Being a prosperous man and a 
bachelor, he accumulated a good property. 
He built a handsome house on the main 
street, in which he had an apartment on 
the second floor where he lived. It was cus- 
tomary in those days for tradespeople to 
put in front of their chops some image 
which typified their business. 


Mr. Dowse had a figure of a sheep in full 


fleece, erected on a high column in front of 
his building, liis manufacture of leather, 
chiefly sheepskin, was carried on m the rear 
of his premises. Ha had afondness for ac- 
cumulating books in fine binding, mostly 
English classics. At the time of which I 
speak he had quite a large library, and the 
corporation and overseers of Harvard uni- 
versity, thinking that they could induce 
him to bequeath his library to the college, 
made him an LL. D. I fancy that the 
worthy man did not know much about the 
Inside of his books, nor do I remember what 
disposition he ultimately made of them. 
One of the college wags dubbed him "Lit- 
erary Leather Dresser." 


About the same time there was a dean of 


the ttteological faculty in Harvard who, be- 
sides being a man of small stature, was 
aHo very unpopular. 
He was made a 


D D. at first and afterward an LL. D. The 
same facetious undergiaduate translated 
his degrees to mean, "D 
d Dirty Little 


Dean." 


When General Jackson was president, 


duriEu hia first term of office, he visited 
Boston, attended commencement at Har- 
vard and icceived the decree of LL. D. 
This was very much ridiculed at the time 
by some of the Whigs, vho said that Gen- 
eral Jackson was an illiterate man, and 
that he could not wi ite an English sentence 
correctly. This was not tiue. I have seen 
autograph letters of General Jackson writ- 
ten as well in point of style, spellfcg and 
punctuation as any of the public men of 
;hat time were accustomed to write. In 
these letters there were very few erasures. 
I do not suppose that as president he wrote 
bis messages and other state papers. His 
famous proclamation against the nullifiers 
was written by Edward Livingston, his 
secretary of state. The president, however, 
always corrected such papers carefully with 
bis own hand. 


On one occasion the public printer brought 


him a proof of one of his. messages in which 
the proofreader had changed certain ex- 
pressions which quite altered the meaning. 
"No, by tho Eternal," Old Hickory ex- 
claimed, "print it as I wrote il, or I will 
turn you out of office." 


Passing now from small things to greater 


things, the proceedings which took place 
in the First congress relative to the title 
proper to be given to the president of the 
United States afford a cnrions illustration 
of the tendencies of some public men at 
that period. 


On the 23d of April, 1789, the senate in 


structed a committee of three of its mem- 
bers to consider and report "what style or 
tttle it will ba proper to annex to the offices 
of president and vice president of the 
United States, if any other than those given 
in the constitution " This led to a confer- 
ence on the subject with a committee of the 
house of representatives, and the result 
was a disagreement 


The president had in the meantime been 


Inauguiated—viz, on the 30th of April—and 
in the address in answer to his inaugural 
speech, presented to him by the house on 
the 5th of May, he had been addressed sim- 
ply as "George Washington, president of 
the United States." On the 8th of May the 
senate appointed a new committee of its 
own body to consider and report under 
what title it would be properf or the senate 
to address the president. This committee 
on the 14th proposed as a title, "His, high- 
ness the president of the United States and 
protector of their liberties." But without 
proceeding to the adoption of a title that 
was certain to be rejected by the house, 
and that would have led to a difference in 
the practice of the two bodies, the senate 
proposed the following icBolution: 


"From a decent respect for the opinion 


and practice of civilized nations, whether 
under monarchical or republican forms of 
government, whose custom it is to annex 
titles of respectability to the office of their 
chief magistrate, and that, on intercourse 
with foreign nations, a due respect for the 
majesty of tho people of the United States 
may not be hazarded by an appearance of 
singularity, the senate have been induced 
to be Of opinion that it would be proper to 
annex a respectable title to the office of 
president of the United States, but the sen- 
ate, desirous of preserving harmony with 
the house of representatives, where the

The conference 
between the two committees was held, bat 
on the 14th the senate was informed that 
the disagreement remained. The senate 
then adopted the resolution which is abovo 
quoted, and from that time tho matter of 
titles was allowed to sleep.—George Tick- 
nor Curtis in New York Sun.

There are thou- 
sands of miles of electric railways, anew 
electric ship is nearly completed at one of 
our Pacific ports, and wo have a promise of 
a new kind of electrical balloon. This is 
the electrical age as well as theugeof steam, 
says the New York Sun. 


Harnessing the "Wind. 


Referring to the various attempts that, 


have been tuade to "harness the wind," M. 
Max de Nansouty suggests that next time 
an attempt is made in this direction it 
would bo aSTrell to try the effect of sur- 
rounding the "atmospheric tin bines" by 
strong towers aud directing tho wind on- 
to the vanes by nozzles injnuch the same 
way as the water is directed onto the buc- 
kles of a Pelton wheel. 


Fresh Air ana Heat. 


One of the strongest recommendations 


for heating a building by an inflow of 
warmed air is that the air already in a 
building must get out to ro&ke voom for it. 
Even if no special provision is made to get 
the air out, the fact that the building is 
warm shows conclusively that it has been 
disposed of on the warm air could not get 
in to raise the temperature to a comfortable 
point.

sion as to tho meaning of the law or any 
imthor injustice to the business com 
inuniry, whom it chiefly affects. Thia 
request has been complied with, and I 
presume tha arguuiont and its recom- 
mendation will appear in that report of 
tnls Joint Special Committee', upon 
which we understand they aro now eu- 
fiiiKeil, in preparation for tho assembling 
of tho Legislature next month, and which 
is being wailed for frith uiuth Interest. 
Taxing: Shares of Foreign Corporations. 


Your committee also took sonxe btnull 


part In the discussion of the iin]uatice 
of taxing personal property out of the 
jurisdiation of the State, or what Li better 
known as the taxing of Foieign Cor- 
porations. This -subject was ably pre- 
sented by many gentlemen, and; 10 ouu 
of much greater importance than the 
former. 
It cornea before' the Legisla- 


ture about 
every year, and will, we 


think, canttaua to do so, unless Uiia Com- 
mittee should devise and the coming Leg-

At two well advertised opportunities 


lor hearing ou this important tqpic, 110 
persons appeared in support of or against 
new legislation reaching estates in U\e 
Probate Courts by succession, bequest, 
andlcollfltoral Inheritance tax in excess of, 
and amendment to, the present law * * * 


In the- first Icugthy report of your Com- 


mittee on taxation at the mutual meet- 
ing, October 21,1889, such taxation -HIM 
then strongly recommended a& part of a 
reform in the taxation ot personal prop- 
erty, by which the dooming or listing 
method aa practiced by the local attaossor 
should bo abandoned. It was not Ihen 
advocated by us as an added burden in 
the way of taxation, with no gain attend- 
ing it—nor is itnon. We quite aguo 
with The New Bedford Mercury iu its 
paragraph' ou this subject, as follows: 
"We do not, for ourselves, beiii-H' (hat 
taxation is to be made satisfactory by any 
Biich patchwork revision as the .simple 
addition of an inheritance tax to all other 
taxes. The device of adding a new tax, 
here and there, with no reference what- 
ever to existing taxes, can only result in, 
disappointments," to which we nil say, 
Amen.

erty, lauds and also the increase aiisiug 
from their employment, la intolerable as 
double taxation." 


The Hon. David A. Wclh says in regard 


to the latter: "Thnt when a SUito assesses 
property situated beyond its territory and 
jnrisflictlon, and which its laws and pro- 
cesses are not competent or able to 
reach, or protect, or when a State assesses 
one of its o« r citizens in respect to such 
property, tit uct has no claim tobere- 
paruurt ns tnsntion, but is simply arbi- 
trary taking,in no respect different in 
principle from confiscation." 


These propositions we have not yet seen 


controverted; they may 
be regarded, 


therefore, as self-evident truths; and with 
this view of the situation as it exists in 
this State, your Chairman did not hesi- 
tate to say to this joint committee, when 
he was requested to appear before them 
In favor of inheritance or snceession taxa- 
tion, thot he could only advocate it as part 
of some system of reform in the taxation 
of personal property, which should rem- 
edy the wrongs to which I have referred, 
making good tho possible logs by the ex- 
emption from taxation twice. * * * * 
And as to taxation in our own State, can 
we m conclusion for the present do any 
better than to insist upon the abandon- 
ment o£ all attempts to tax property IB 
other States, or to' tax incomes derived 
from property which has been taxed?

pressions which quite altered the meaning 
"No, by tho Eternal," . Old Hickory ex- 
claimed, "print it as I wrote it,'or I.will 
turn you out of office." 


Passiue now from small things to greater 


things, the proceedings which took.place 
In the First congress relative to tho title 
proper to-be felven to the president'of the 
United States afford n curious illustration 
of the tehdencies of some public men at 
that period. 
- OnthetiSd'Ot April; 1760, the senate in- 
structed a committee of three of its mem- 
bers to consider und .report "what stylo, or 
title it will bo proper to annex to the offices 
of president and vice president ol the 
United States, if any other clian those given 
in the constitution." This led to n confer- 
ence on tho subject with a committee of the 
house of representatives, and the result 
Was a disagreement. 


The president had in the mean ti DIG been 


inaugurated—viz, oil the 30th of April—and 
in the address in answer'to his inaugural 
speech, presented to'him by the'lionee .on 
tbe 6th of ilay, he had beeii addressed faim- 
ply as "George "Washington, president of 
the United States." On the 6th of May tho . 
senate appointed a new Committee of its | 
own .body to consider and report under ! 
what title it would he proper for the senate 
to address tbe president. This committee 
on the Wth proposed as a title, ''His high- 
ness the president of the United States and 
protector of their liberties." Hut without 
proceeding to the adoption of a'title that 
was certain to be rejected b'y-the bouse, 
and that would'have led to a difference in 
the practice of tho two bodies, the senate 
proposed the following resolution: 


"JFrom a decent respect for the opinion 


and practice of civilized nations, whether 
under monarchical or republican lorms of 
government, whose custom it'is to annex 
titles of respectability 'to the office of their 
chief magistrate,, and that, on intercourso 
with foreign nations, a due respect for the 
majesty of the peoplo;Of the United States 
may not be hazarded by an appearance of 
singularity, the senate have been induced 
tb be'Of opinion that-it would be prqperto 
annex a respectable title to'tho offlco oC 
president of the United'Stoles, but the sen- 
ate, desirous of 'preserving" harmony with 
tha house of representatives, whero the 
practice lately observed in presenting an 
address to tho president was without tho 
addition of titles, think iE proper, for the 
present, to act in conformity with the prac- 
tice of that house. 
Therefore, resolved, 


that the present address bo 'To tbo Presi- 
dent of the United States,' without addi- 
tion of title."

Put them In 
tho sun or before tho range to dry. 
Wash in the same way the rack on which 
tho ice sols, but use greater care, as this 
is generally corrugated or grooved, and 
secretions of dirt may be overlooked.

It allows 
a proper .-position of-thfl' shoulJerg, conse- 
quently of the lungs.stOmach and every oth1- 
er organ ot tho body. Their wurk la.carricd 
ou naturally and comfortably, as ia also the 
circulation ol the blood, which in a wronc 
poaitiou Is seriouBly.Juterfcred with. 


With the feet resting squarely upon the 


floor/tho'hancls resting easily upon, the lap, 
perfect equilibrium,1 and consequently per- 
fect rest of the body, is secured. There Is 
uo strain irpoa._nrty part of the body; no 
musclo or organ, is.required .to1 do mbra 
than its own amount of work, Tlio-arms

Prom Friederichsruho to Berlin there 


WHS a series of ovations to Bismarck at 
every station pnaaed with his train as it 
bore" him to the city where the greatest 
triumphs of his great career had 'been 
achieved1. 


Beginning with the episode of the pres- 


entation of flowers by the young women 
of the town where Bismarck resides, con- 
tinuing with the large and excitedl] 
cheering assemblages along the entire 
route to Berlin, and culminating in the 
grand reception by the immense mulfci 
tudo In the capital, the day was one 
that gratified the ex-chancellor to hig 
heart's content, and fully convinced him 
of his unshaken hold upon the affections 
of his beloved countrymen. 


Tx'jime und Fame Ilevered. 


It was a fitting climax in bis declining 


days to the . long number of wonderful 
popular demonstrations which have been 
held during his illustrious career in his 
especial honor. In spite of all that has 
been §aid and done within the past few 
years, it showed the agerl public servant 
that his name and fame were dear Lo tho 
hearts of his fellow-citizens, and thab in 
Berlin, which owes so much of her great- 
ness to him, there was none who could 
out-rival him in tho estimation oC its in- 
habitants nor rob him o£ theiruubuunded 
love. 


The emperor, by the gracionsness of his 


receptions 
to Bismarck, aroused 
un- 


bounded enthusiasm, and aftertheir meet- 
ing everywhere William appeared tbe 
shouts of approval and goodwill were 
deafening. ' The widespread effect of the 
reconciliation cannot be doubted. Its 
full effect cannot at the present time be 
appreciated. It certainly hag done a vast 
deal toward the unity and strength of the 
empire.

A prodigious SDH was 
running, It vfte the month of December

Plymouth went off to the, rescue. They 
climbed the slippery sidea nnd stepped on 
the slippery deck and entered tho cabin anil 
tho forecastle.

One. hun- 
dred and forty-four corpses were takou on 
shoro nnd. laid in tlio church. Bub when 
the minister arose to preach the funeral 
Bcrmou. and snw that, array of dead men be- 
fore him his voice- failed him, and lie fell 
back in tho pulpit in IL fit.

Oiie after unolher the survivors were frcxi'ii 
to doatl). Soinu fell frozen into lln: .«uri', 
onn; clung wiih icy grip to the mpt'M unil 
ppar.s doad. Nearly 1>00 corpses lay t he next 
day in ro\va in a long barn, whav, the bowl- 
Iny alley of the llathaway House now 
stands. Thty wove buried in oiumoinnion 
[:v.'ivc!atLjrauchbui'y.—Worthing ton's Mag- 
azine.

But neither 
one lesson nor ten will convince u rabid bar- 
gain hunter that it is belter to buy what 
you want when yon want it and'as much 
a* you want tlinn to buy n remnant (lint is 
Blwajs loo much or too little. This docs 
not npply to the standard woolens, which 
nre, as Ithink I have said before, true econ- 
omy. 


So let us look nt some of the new styles 


In fine imported gowns. We notice first 
uud foremost that Ihcre jia ijood deal of 
drapery ou all the garments that will bear 
It. This means that some of the IOIIR coat 
wraps are being draped across tbo front on 
the hips or a little in the back, nnd thnt 
the close fitted polonaise is seen very often.

:_ OgB o| .the mosfc'interestiDe.departments 
In-the "Vyjjghlngtou capital is the newspaper 
file room. Tb6 habit; of keeping flies was 
contracted by the senate iu its early days, 
•wftefc Joul'aals first began to print reports 
pfl legislative proceedings. Tho government 
became.a subscriber for The National In- 
tellieencqr, a daily paper printed Jn the city 
of:-"Washington. .This historic sheet was 
started iii tfle year 1800 and continued for 
many years to be the only paper in thecoun- 
try that gave quiet reoorta of congrcsslonn.1 
dolnga. This Vo3 in. the days before the 
telegraph, und the newspapers published 
away from hers woro dependent for tbeir 
leglsfativo news upon this paper. In 1845 
TJi'b Unlon-\vas established and continued 
for-J'l yeara. 


Flife'sof: these two old papers,-with some 


others of the north and eouth, were carefully 
k'epfc In the senate, and were the source of 
constant Information for both senators aud 
representatives, ivho depended upon them 
In many cases far moro confidently than 
upon Tho Globe. About eight years ago 
these flies, -which had been moved from 
place-to plnco and were in danger of beinE 
destroyed, were transferred by resolution 
of congress to the care o£ the librarian of 
congress, who had them placed with the 
files that he.'had been keeping and stored 
away under tho crypt. " Over 1,100 volumes 
were transferred. 


Mr. Van Ness, the guardian, has a den 


under the.rotunda floor. Ho was found at 
work by the reporter. A great clothes- 
basket stands oh top, filled, to overflowing 
with tho lutcst issues of the press. 


"That la my morning mail," remarks Mr.

Not long since agontloiuan who meant to 


bo polite, and who affects English spelling 
addressed a letter to me nn follows, "The 
Honourable Goorso Ticknor Curtis, LL.D. 
etc., etc., etc." I novcr held any publli 
office or position which, by a'QuBtom thm 
would be more honored in tho breach thai 
the observance, is supposed to put the pre- 
fix of honorable to n innu'g uarae, nor die 
I ever rccaivo from my own .Harvard or uuy 
other institution of learning tho degree- o 
LL. D. or any other honorary degree. Tho 
fondness of our people for..titles.antl.tj] 
readiness with which they nro bestowed qt 
fe m ark able. 


When I was in college at Harvard, more 


than UO years jigo, there dwelt 'afc Cain 
bridgcporb a Mr, Thomas Dowse, who ear- 
lied on the respectable occupation of leather 
dresser. 
Being, a prosperous man and a 


bacoelor, ho accumulated n good property 
He built a handsome houso on tho main 
fitrect, In which he hud an apartment on 
the second Jloor whcro ho lived. It wnscus 
ternary iu those days for tradespeople to 
put in front of their shops Bomo imago 
which typified their business. 


Mr. DOWEO had n figure of u sheep in ful! 


fleece, erected on a high column In front 01 
his building. His manufacture'of leather, 
chiefly sheepskin, was carried on in tho real 
of his premises. Ho had a fondness for ac- 
cumulating books in fine binding, mostly 
English classics. At the time of which I 
speak he had quite a largo library, and tho 
corporation and overseers of Harvard uni- 
versity, thinking thnt they could induce 
him to .bequeath his library to the- college, 
made him an LL. D. 
I fancy thafc the 


worthy man did not know much about thu 
inside of hin books; nor do I remember what 
disposition ho ultimately made of them. 
One of the college wags dubbed him "Lit- 
erary Leather Dresser." 


About the same tiiiiu thqre was a deun of 


the theological faculty iu. Harvard who, be- 
sides being a rnau of small stature, was 
also very unpopular. 
He was made t 


D. D. at llrst and afterwArd an LL. D. Th< 
same facetious undergraduate, translated 
his degrees to mean, "D 
d Dirty Littlo 


Denn." 


When General Jackson was president, 
.uriuKhla flret, term of office, ho visited 
Boston, attended commencement at Har- 
vard, and received thu degree of LL. D. 
This was very much ridiculed at the time 
by some of the'Whigs, v.'ho said that Gen- 
eral Jackson was an illiterate niau, and 
that ho could not write un English sentence 
correctly. This was nob true. I have seen 
autograph letters of General Jflckson writ- 
ten sis well in point of style, spelling and 
punctuation as any of the plihlicinenor 
;hat tlmo were accustomed to write. In 
jhesc letters there were very few erasures, 
[ do uot suppose that as president he wrote 
liis messages and other state papers. His 
Famous proclamation ngaidst tfia uulliflurs 
wns written by Edward LivinRston, his 
secretary of state. The president, however, 
always corrected such papers curef ully with 
iis own bund. 


On one occasion the public printer brought 
iim a proof of ouo of hia mes-sagea in which 
tho proofreader hud changed certain ex- 
pressions which quite altered tho meaning. 
'No, by tho Eternal," Old Hickory ex- 
claimed, "print it us I wrote it, or I will 
turn you out of office." 


Passine now from Email things to greater 


,hings, tho proceedings which took place 
u tbe First congress relative to the title 
n-opertobegiveuto thu president, of. the 
Jnited States afford a curious illustration 
jf the tendencies of some public men at 
hat period. 
On tho 33d of April, 1769, tho senate in- 
ducted n committee of three of its mcm- 
lera to consider and report "what style or 
itle it will bo proper to annex to tho offices 
f president aud vice president of the 
Jnited States, if any other than those given 
n the constitution.1' This led to a confcr- 
ncc on the subject with u committee of tho 
ouse of representatives, and the result 
VR3 a disagreement. 


The president hnd in the meantime been 
nauguratcd—viz, on the 30th of April—and 
n the address in answer to his iuougural 
pecch. presented to him by tho house on 
be 5th oC May, he had been ftddrcsscd sim- 
ly as "George Washington, president of 
he United States," On the 8th of May the 
cnate appointed a new committee of its 
wu body to consider and report undo 
•hat title it would be proper for tho senate 
i address the president. This committee 
n tho 14th proposed ns a title, "His high 
esa the president of the United States anc 
rotectorof their liberties." But withoul 
roceeding'to the adoption of a title thai 
vas certain to bo rejected by the house 
ud that would have led to d difference in 
10 practice of the two bodies, the seuato 
roposed the following resolution: 
"From a decent respect for the opinion 
nd practice of civilized nations, whether 
nder monarchical or republican, forms o: 
overnment, whose custom it is to annex 
tlosof respectability to tho office of their 
hief magistrate, and that, on intercourse 
itb foreign nations, a due respect for the
